YOU ARE HEREBY NOTIFIED THAT: 

The Skyline Ranch Country Club (Discharger) is in violation of Order No. 
R9-2005-0258, Waste Discharge Requirements for the Skyline Ranch Country Club, 
Wastewater Treatment Plant, San Diego County. These violations subject the 
Discharger to possible further enforcement action by the Caiifornia Regional Water 
Quality Control Board, San Diego Region (San Diego Water Board), including 
administrative enforcement orders requiring the Discharger to cease and desist from 
violations, or to clean up waste and abate existing or threatened conditions of pollution 
or nuisance; administrative assessment of civil liability in amounts of up to $5,000 per 
day per violation;2 referral to the State Attorney General for injunctive relief; and referral 
to the District Attorney for criminal prosecution. 

The San Diego Water Board reviewed the April-June, July-September, and 
October-December 2009, and January-March 2010 quarterly monitoring reports; the 
July-December 2009 semiannual monitoring report; and the July-December 2009 
annual monitoring report which were submitted for Order No. R9-2005-0258. 

A. Th e San Diego Water Board identified the following violations of Section B.2 
(Discharge Specifications) of Order No. R9-2005-0258 in the submitted reports: 

1) The 12-month average discharge specification for total dissolved solids (TDS), 
established at 720 milligrams per liter (mg/L), was exceeded for 
January-December 2009 with a calculated value of 903 mg/L. 

2) The 12-month average discharge specification for total nitrogen, established at 
15 mg/L, was exceeded for January-December 2009 with a calculated value of 
27 mg/L 

. 3) The daily maximum discharge specification for total nitrogen, established at 
20 mg/L, was exceeded on May 18, August 7, and November 17, 2009 with 
reported values of 27 mg/L, 24.5 mg/L. and 20.8 mg/L, respectively. 

Under authority of California Water Code section 13350. 
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4) The 12-month average discharge specification for boron, established at 
0.75 mg/L, was exceeded for January-December 2009 with a calculated value of 
0.845 mg/L. 

5) The daily maximum discharge specification for boron, established at 1.1 mg/L, 
was exceeded on November 17, 2009 with a reported value of 1.26 mg/L. 

6) The 12-month average discharge specification for manganese, established at 
0.05 mg/L, was exceeded for January-December 2009 with a calculated value of 
0.145 mg/L. 

7) The daily maximum discharge specification for manganese, established at 
0.07 mg/L, was exceeded on May 18, 2009 with a reported value of 0.27 mg/L. 

8) The 12-month average discharge specification for iron, established at 0.3 mg/L, 
was exceeded for January-December 2009 with a calculated value of 
0.875 mg/L. 

9) The daily maximum discharge specification for iron, established at 0.45 mg/L, 
was exceeded on May 18, 2009 with a reported value of 1.63 mg/L. 

B. The San Diego Water Board identified the following violations of Section C.10 
(Facility Design and Operation Specifications) of Order No. R9-2005-0258 in the 
submitted reports: 

1) Groundwater monitoring results were not included in the July-December 2009 
semiannual monitoring report. Section C.S (Groundwater Monitoring) of 
Monitoring and Reporting Program No. R9-2005-0258 requires you to collect 
groundwater samples and submit groundwater analyses results semiannually. 

2) The monthly wastewater inflow and outflow to and from the storage ponds, and 
the volume of wastewater in the storage ponds at the end of each month were 
not included in the July-December 2009 semiannual monitoring report. You are 
required to report this information semiannually pursuant to Section G (Effluent 
Storage Ponds) of Monitoring and Reporting Program No. R9-2005-0258. 

3) information regarding wastewater treatment plant operator(s) employed at the 
Skyline Ranch Country Club wastewater treatment plant was not included in the 
July-December 2009 semiannual monitoring report. You are required to report 
this information semiannually pursuant to Section I (Operator Staffing) of 
Monitoring and Reporting Program No. R9-2005-0258.
